FATE OF 10 OTHERS 
STILL UNCERTAIN 


Swedish Flying Boat Takes 
Off to Join Search — 
Amundsen to Leave in 
Plane to Aid in Relief.

KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, June 
15.—In need of equipment to en- 
able them to withstand the rigors 
of the Arctic until rescued, Gen. 


Umberto Nobile and five other sur- 
vivors of the dirigible Italia were 
near land today, but unable to 


reach it. The General’s injuries 
and the broken leg of Natale Cec- 
cioni prevented them from leaving 
the ice floe on which they have 
been drifting since May 25. 

Nobile was optimistic, however. 
In a message to the base ship, Citta 
di Milano, he said he and his party 
were in a position of safety. They 
were near Brock Island or Foyne 
Island and only a short distance 
from the mainland. They have 
drifted to this position since Tues- 
cay night when the marooned men 
were further to the northeast, 
being 10 miles east of Charles iI 
Island. 

The glare of the sun on the ice, 
it was feared, has affected their 
eyesight and softened the snow, for 
Nobile asked for snow spectacles 
and rubber boosts. Medicine also 
was requested for their frost-bitter 
hands and feet. 


Polar Bears Around Party. 


Polar bears prowled near the No- 
bile party. They have not molest- 
ed the party, but evidently the 
castaways feared that they might, 
for firearms were requested. The 
guns would also offer an opportu- 
nity to replenish with bear meat 
their dwindled larder, consisting 
principally of pemmican (a con-.- 
centrated food made of beef, fats 
and dried fruits) and chocolat2 

In the hope that the three miss- 
ing men who started afoot for land 
from the Nobile. party May 30, 
might be found, dog teams were 
sent out from the sealing ship 
Hobby to patrol the route the men 
were to take. The rescue parties 
were also to establish depots at 
Cape Platen, North Cape, Beverly 
Sound and Dove Bay. 

Fate of Seven Uncertain. 

The three, Dr. Finn Malmgren 
and Capts. A. Mariano and Filippo 
Zappi, took no skiis with them 
when they started for North Cape 
for the ice hummocks would have 
prevented their use. 

The fate of seven men, carried 

off in the balloon part of the Italia 
is still uncertain. They were well 
supplied, unless the balloon was 
caught up by the wind and carried 
cff before they had time to unload 
the supplies.

Luetzow Holm, aboard the Hobby, 
have been prevented from making 
any flight to the rescue because of 
the extent of the pack ice.

Umberto Nobile’s base ship, Citta 
di Milano, that in two days No- 
bile and five members of the crew 
of the Italia had drifted about 
seven miles to the west. The wind 
has changed to the east. 

The base ship said that at 10 p. 
m. yesterday it was in commu- 
nication by wireless with Nobile’s 
emergency station. Nobile said 


that because of westerly winds he 


was about seven miles to the west 
of the position of 8:38 north, 26:55 
east given on Tuesday night.

First Invitation for Speech 
Is Received From Man- 
ager of Commerce Chief’s 
Ohio Campaign.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—An 


authorized announcement indicat-. 


ing that Secretary Hoover would 
retain his place in the Cabinet for 
the time being was made today in 
behalf of the Republican presiden- 
tial nominee by his secretary, 
George E. Akerson. 

. “For the present, Mr. 
will remain Secretary of Com- 
merce,” Akerson said. “He will 
continue his duties in the depart- 
ment just as he always has done.” 

Whether the statement meant a 
matter of weeks or days of contin- 
uation in office Akerson would not 
say. It was said that Hoover's 
Plans called for his remaining in 
Washington until he has seen the 
party leaders who will be return- 
ing from the convention. The 
question of the selection of cam- 
paign maangers also was said to be 
postponed for the time being. 

The business of the Commerce 
Department, still in his hands, 
though his resignation is expected 
shortly, engaged him occasionally 
today, and he saw William P. 
MacCracken, his assistant for aerv- 
nautics, and Dr. Julius Klein, enief 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, for brief dealing 
with matters that could not be 
postponed. 

Neutral on Vice Presidency. 

In spite of the overwhel:ning 
convention majority behind his 
nomination, the outward show of 
neutrality in the vice presidential 
selection was kept up in Washing- 
ton and there was no announce- 
ment or informal discussion of any 
major campaign details. 

William J. Donovan of New 
York, assistant to the Attorney- 
General, a prominent member of 
the group of younger officials who 
have been active in the Hoover 
campaign, was admitted, and there 
were other evidences that the Sec- 
retary had under personal consid- 
eration the methods and course of 
the approaching campaign for 
electoral votes. 

Although an invitation was re- 
ceived from Thad Brown, who 
managed the Hoover primary cam- 
paign in Ohio, urging that his first 
campaign speech be made _ in 
Youngstown, it was said Hoover 
would not decide such matters un- 
til he had an opportunity to de- 
liberate. with his advisers, most 
of whom now are in Kansas City

office at 9:15 o’clock this morning, 
engaged in the draft of a message 
to the Republican National Conven- 
tion at Kansas City, to express his 
thanks for the presidential nomi- 
nation.

Hamilton Fish Jr. of 
New York, in seconding him. de- 
clared in a burst of enthusiasm 
that he was “the greatest Ameri- 
can of them all.”

Similar Situation in Chicago. 

A similar situation, in which the 
gangs forced cleaners and dyers to 
buy protection, existed in Chicago 
several years and is also said to ex- 
ist in Detroit. In Chicago a large 
cleaning and dyeing firm recently 
announced ¢dhat “Scarface Al’ Ca- 
pone, a notorious gangster, had 
bee ade an officer of the firm, 
sroithn sty to bring it protection 
without the necessity of buying fa- 
vors from “racketeers.”’ 

The home cf BP. A. Mitchell, pres- 
ident of the Cleaners’ and Dyers’ 
Union No. 17,920, at 780 Tuxedo 
boulevard, Webster Groves, was the 
objective of the bombing last night. 
Seven persons, ‘including his 6- 
year-old daughter, Beth Adelaide, 
were in the place when the bomb 
went off in the yard.

Cleaning Plant Bombed. 


The plant of the Ozark Cleaning

headed by ‘Levi McCaskill, who is 
also a member of the executive 
board of the St. Louis Cleaners’ 
and Dyers’ Association.

Charles Cleaver and Com- 
panion, Both Wounded, 
Surrender When Ammu- 


nition Runs Out.

CHICAGO, June  15.—Charles 
“Limpy” Cleaver, accused leader in 
the $133,000 Evergreen Park mail 
robbery, who escaped from the 


Dypage County Jail at Wheaton’ 
the. 
jailer, was captured by Chicago po-. 


Sunday, after overpowering 
lice late yesterday following a pis- 
tol fight. Cleaver was seriously 
wounded. 

Joseph Farina, who broke jail 
with Cleaver, also was captured, 
but three others who escaped with 
them, still remain at large. 

Police were told after 
and his companions 
“shoot to kill on sight,” as the fu- 
gitives - had armed themselves be- 
fore leaving the jail. Cleaver, vo- 
lice said, would not hesitate to kill 
rather than be recaptured. 

600 Witness Pistol Fight. 

The conclusion of the manhunt 
occurred on a 40-acre prairie tract. 
The pair was brought under sub- 
mission after 50 minutes of fight- 
ing. Six hundred spectators wit- 
nessed the pistol fight. Many of 
them climbed to the tops of their 
automobiles to obtain a better view 
of the hostilities. _None was 
jured. 

Lieut. Andrew Barry of'the De- 
tective Bureau, was wounded three | 
times but not seriously. Cleaver 
and Farina were -each shot 
times, Farina had one bullet near 
his heart and pfobably' will die. 
Cleaver likely will recover. At a 
hospital both said: “We want to 
die.” 

400 Shots Exchanged. 

Police estimated 400 shots were 
fired in the fight between 100 
police and the fugitives, who were 
hiding in a dugout in the center 
of a swampy field.

During one lull in the fight, 
while police were awaiting a new 
supply of ammunition, one of the 
fugitives ‘shouted: “Give us a 
chance. We'll come out.” 

Tear Gas Attack Abandoned. 

Police ceased fire. Farina, hands 
over his head, started to crawl out, 
but another shot came from the 
ambush and the fight -was re- 
newed. Tear bombs also were em- 
ployed by police, but shifting winds 
blew the gas back toward the at- 
tackers and this method of fight- 
ing had to be abandoned. 

When the pair finally surren- 
dered Farina dropped unconscious. 

Cleaver, almost exhausted, was 
far from subdued, however. 

“If I'd had any ammunition for 
my machine gun,” he taunted, “I'd 
have cleaned up all you flatheels.” 

Police squads renewed the search 
for the three others who broke jail 
and were thought to be biding in 
the vicinity. They are Thomas 
McGoorty, Fred Bender and 
Charles Clark. They were not in- 
volved in the mail robbery for 
which Cleaver was being held. 

It was Cleaver’s third pistol 
fight with police. The first was 
eight years ago when he engaged 
in a running fight with a police- 
man. He was shot in the leg and 
has limped ever since, hence his 
nickname. Four years ago he ex- 
changed shots with another offi- 
cer, both being wounded.

to Kentucky Derby Year Ago but Never Told

“Big” Mckee, excursion boat 
gambler-and poker game operator 
in St. Louis and Jefferson City, died 


yesterday at his home in Alton. His 
name was James Emory McKee, 
and he was about 60 years old. An 
attack of acute indigestion caused 
his death. Funeral services will be 
held .in Alton tomorrow afternoon, 

McKee was not a river gambler 
of the old ‘school which passed with 
the decline of steamboat passenger 
travel in.the ’80’s. . He did not poee 
as a Southern planter, or anything 
else than a professional gamester. 
Although his winnings were large 
at times, it is not‘thought that he 
deft: much moncy. 

A. year ago, returning from a 
steamboat excursion to Louisville, 
for the Kentucky Derby, he was 
held up on the levee and robbed 
ef mrore’ than ‘$10,000, his ‘profits 
On the trip. A friend who teld of 
this incident today, said that Mc- 
Kee made no complaint to police, 
though he was severely beaten cy 
the ‘robbers. 

In-the “90s,- McKee -was -locaHy 
|} known as a fancy shot at pool, and 
he took part in numerous poo! 
tournaments here and. elsewhere. 
This led to his gambling activities, 
in which he became engaged be- 
fora the.World’s Fair of 1904. 
How Gamblers Dodged the, Law, 

With Mark Gumbert and the 
late Harry Brolaski, McKeé be- 
came a concessionaire or excursion 
; boats, making.short trips up and 
down the Missjssippi. 4 wheel of 
fortune was the regular device for 
small customers, while McKee was 
always ready ‘to’ turn the whee) 
over to an assistant and take on 
any. promising .prospect in a poker 
or dice game. — 

As the games 


were run only 


while the boats were in mid- 
stream, McKee and his associates 
escaped prosecution im either 
Missouri. or Lilinois. . He «as not 
so fortunate with his Jefferson City 
dice game, which ran in the 
shadow of the Governor’s tansion 
during legislative sessions. 

The late Gov. Folk, cleaning up 
Jefferson City after his boodle cru- 
sade in St. Louis, caused Mckee 
to be arrested and presecuted un- 
der the statute, attributed to the 
late Charles P: ‘Johnson, which 
made it a felony to set up a gam- 
bling divice.- He was convicted by 
a Cole County jury, and was -sen- 
tericed to two years’ imprisonment. 

‘After serving nine months of 
his sentence, McKee was paroled 
by. Gov. Folk early in, 1909, just 
tefore the Governor went out of 
office. Lawrence P. Daley, known 
as “Lawler.” then chairman of 
the Democratic . City . Committee, 
and a. Folk supporter, was active 
in pressing McKee’s claim to clem- 
ency. 


His Last Venture. 

-Folltowing his release, McKee re- 
sumed his excursion boat eames., 
and for a time tried the same 
thing on a boat at Kansas City, 
but the business there proved un- 
profitable, He» made the annual 
trips to the Kentucky Derby for 
years, and the disastrous experi- 
ence of last year appears to have 
ended his gambling career. 

‘Because of: his wife’s poor 
health, he removed -several years 
ago to Alton. So far as his friends 
know, he did not engage in gam- 
bling enterprises there. Some knew 
hirn as a real estate trader. 

The widow, Mrs. Gertrude Mc- 
Kee, survives him, besides two sis- 
ters and a brother. Burial will be 
at Edwardsville.

MRS. MEIER 10 PAY 
LAWYERS $150,000 


| Edenborn Claimant Gets Half 
| the $300;000° Awarded 
Her by Heirs. 


Following the signature of a fie 
nal decree of Federal Judge Faris 
yesterday, giving Mrs. Sophie Meier 
farmer’s wife, of Gumbo, St. Louis 
County, $300,000 for relingafshing 
her claim to a daughter’s share 
of the estate of William Eden- 
born, capitalist, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today that there is a con- 
tract by which Mrs. Mefer's eater: 
neys get $150,000. 

The agreement was that the ar 
yers would be paid 50 per cent of 
whatever she collected and would 
pay all expenses of her side of the 
case from their fee. 

John T. Fitzsimmons was Mrs. 
Meier's original attorney. He en- 
gaged the firm of Laughlin, Frum- 
berg, Blodgett & Russell to assist. 
None of these attorneys would dis- 
cuss terms of the contract, includ- 
ing the division among themselves 
of their $150,000. 

Court costs which they must pay 
amount to about $1000, plus the 
expense of depositions for their 
side, amounting to several thousand 
dollars. Mrs. Meier receives $150.- 
000 clear. It wag understood at 


$50.000 had been paid and the rest 
would be paid in installments, as 
the estate was “property poor.” 

Mrs. Meier began the litigation 
in 1926 for a daughter’s share of 
the estate. Mr. Edenborn, who 
was a railroad builder and -ormer 
St. Louisan, left an estate, the 
value of which has been estimated 
as high as $76,000,000. Four 
nephews and nieces of Vrs. Sarah 
Drain Edenborn. widow of the 
multimillionaire, filed suit against 
Mrs. Meier to quiet title to $60.009 
worth of St. Louis real estate. The 
issue actually remained whether 
Mrs. Meier was Edenborn’s daugh- 
ter and entitled to half of bis 
money, but she became the de- 
fendant. 

The stipulation by which this 
suit was settled wound up the con- 
test and was considered a victory 
for the plaintiffs. There has been 
no court ruling on Mrs. Meier's 
claim that she is Edenborn’s 
daughter. By her stipulation she 
relinquished any further right to 
share in the estate. 

Besides Fitzsimmons Randolph 
pLaughlin and A. M. Frumberg 
were the principal representatives 
of Mrs. Meier. They have pointed 
out that they did much work for 
her in two years, at heavy “xpense.

Born on Reservation. 


| Born Jan. 25, 1860, on the Kaw 
Indian reservation in Kansas, 
young Curtis was a ruddy product 
of the Western plains, carrying in 
his veins the/ blood of. an Indian 
chieftain and that of French and 
Canadian traders. His early life 
among the Indians taught him to 
master obstacles and it was during 
this period that he laid the sround.- 
work for his successful career. 


A vital influence in Senator Cur- 


tis’ life was exercised by Julie 
Poppin, his grandmother,’ the 
daughter of White Plume, -hief of 


the Mews, who ranged tne plains 
when the buffalo herds were plen- 
tiful. His mother died «when he 
Was a baby and he was takep in 
charge by the wrinkled vid Indiah 
grandmother... Later he was ‘sent 
to his white kin in Topeka fo he 
educated, but, tiring of the re- 
strictions of the city, he returned 
to the reservation. 

On a night when the indians, on 
the march, had pitched camp and 
had assembled around ‘the camp 
fire, Julie Poppin crawled over to 
him and in whispered tenes’ ad- 
vised him to return to. his .white 
relatives and become one of. them, 
because the red men haJj not the 
opportunities to offer ‘uim.

through the lines of the Cheyennes 
and with buffalo meat in Kis pocket 
for food, walked alone 57, miles to 
Topeka to summon aid.

Was Born in Iowa. 

Born in Waterloo, Ia., educated 
in California and widely traveled, 
she would bring to the White 
House not only a heritage of cul- 
ture from a long line of American 
ancestry, but a practical human 
knowledge acquired in social con- 
tact in many parts of the. world. 
Her natural simplicity of manner 
endears her to friends. 

Miss Lou Henry, now Mrs. 
Hoover, and Herbert Hoover stu- 
died geology together at Leland 
Stanford University. The founda- 
tion for that study of geology and 
for many of the other most char- 
acteristic things in her life, such as 
her frequent camping with her 
husband and sons, or her leader- 
ship of the Girl: Scout movement 
was the desire for the out of doors 
that she acquired in her girlhood 
camping trips with her father in 
California. 

‘When I. was a girl in Monterey,” 
she said recently, ‘“‘my father and 
I made camping trips all through 
the mountains and all my life I 
have loved them and tried to see 
as much of the out of doors as 
possible. .I used to ride and swim 
a great deal, too,” 

Mrs. Hoover’s* house with its 
long-windowed rooms, its 
porch and garden with untrimmed 
trees and shrubbery beyond, seem 
in a sense her own larger person- 
ality dnd her love of the outdoors 
still shows in the care she gives 
her garden. 

From the wide back veranda 
that serves as a summer living 
room she looks across the close- 
trimmed lawn with its informal 


clusters of old fashioned fuchias, | 


bleeding hearts, phlox and blue del- 
phinium, to the strip 6f wooded 
land beyond. 

“T love gardens and I have al- 
ways had one,” she said, “and I 
take care of this one a good deal 
myself. When we took the house 
I left the old trees as they were 
and did not even have the tangled 
wild -honeysuckle cleared away. 
It made it seem like the country 
even though we are in the heart 
of the city. 

Without the least appearance of 
hurry or over-occupation, Mrs. 
Hoover crowds an amazing num- 
ber of “many other things,” beside 
housekeeping into her own life. 

Interest in Girls’ Lives, 

“Tt have been interested in the 
Girl Scouts ever since the World 
War,” she said, “and in Washing- 
ton I have had something to do 
with the organization of the Girl 
Scout House.” 

She has been president and chair- 
man of the board of the organiza- 
tion and is now its national presi- 
dent. The Girl Scout House is a 
sunny, gray-green cottage where 
girls are taught the first principles 
of home-making and baby care. 

In addition to her activity with 
various Organizations Mrs. Hoover 
is a constant reader with a lively 
interest in the world’s doings and 
the world's literature. Her love of 
music too, is proverbial in Wash- 
ington and her name is always 
among the patrons and supporters 
of any practicable plan for bring- 
ing more and better music to the 
capital.

Work of Central Institute Dem- 
onstrated by Younger Stu- 
dents at Commencement. 


At most June commencement ¢x- 
ercises, the graduates orate and in 
other ways demonstrate the accom- 
plishments of their training. A 
different sort of program was en- 


acted in the Washington University 
Medical School Auditorium yester- 
day afternoon, when 20 yvuung 
women were awarded diplomas of 
the normal course of Central In- 
stitute for the Decf. 

The graduates, to their own 
gratification, stayed in the back- 
ground while several dozen deaf 
boys and girls being educated. ‘by 
the institute showed the audience 
the efectiveness of the work. 

Various degrees of impairment, 
from stony deafness to “hard of 
hearing” are distributed among the 
They have heen taught 
lip reading, however, so that they 
readily understood the directions 
and conversations yesterday. The 
more impressive accomplishments 
shown was the way in which these 
youngsters are being taught correct 
speech—tone, 
forth—in spite of the fact that they 
cannot hear themselves talk. 

_ After the student body marched 
in and gave the school yell, the 
demonstration began with the 
youngest pupils and led up to the 
most advanced, showing progres- 
sive improvement. Two boys and 
a girl, scarcely out of babyhood, 
were the first. In another group 
was Henry, 4-year-old, towhtaded 
son Of a college professor. He is 
totally, deaf, but he has learned to 
read lips ahd spéak a little, and at 
the same time his general education 
has been carried so far that he has 
proven himself to have ,unusual 
mathematical ability. He got the 
right answers to problems for a 7- 
year-old child quick as a flash yes- 
terday. 

A number of the groups wore 
costumes. There was a Mother 
Goose playlet, an allegorical affair 
about how a garden grows, a quar- 
tet of clogging Dutch <«:ildren, a 
reproduction of the story of Betsy 
Ross and the first American flag— 
yesterday was Flag day—and a 
peweies about the founding of St.

He 
added the declaration that the pos- 
sibility for the best wzpeech devel]- 
opment is greatest when the deaf 
child begins instruction at a ten- 
der age, the best psychological 
time; the institute takes pupils as 
young as 2% years.

City Commissioner Also Tells 
of Recreational Areas in 
Tornado Zone. 


SE 

A recapitulation of its year’s 
work, chiefly toward completion of 
the city’s major street plan and 
the acquisition of recreational areas 
in the tornado zone, was sent to 
the Board of Public Service todey 
‘by the City Plan Commission. 

“Even the most casual! observor, - 
the commission remarks, “can 
scarcely fail to note the many 
‘changes being effected in the street 
Within the 
next few years even greater changs 
will be wrought in the effort to les- 
sen traffic congestioh. Experience 
has taught that these improvements 
result in greatly enhanced land 
values. The major street plan 
‘proposes greater capacity in every 
section of the city.” 

The summary of the 


271 miles of streets designated a’ 
major streets in the plan, 154 miles 
sare of satisfactory width; that 16 
miles of widenings and 11 miles of 
extensions have been completed, 
that 27 miles of widening and seven 
miles of extensions are under or- 
dinance; that 22 miles of widen- 
ings and six miles of extensions 
have been recommended by the 
commissfon to the Board of .Pub- 
lic Service and that there rémain 
only 23 miles of widening and three 
miles of extensions upon which no 
action has been taken.

There is no unfilled demand 
in North St. Louis for factory 
sites with switching facilities, 
there being an abundance of 
such sites already available for 
which there is no demand; we 
do not believe that the granting 
of this franchise will mean any 
substantial development of 
new industries, while it will 
greatly retard the value ‘and 
the market ability of a large 
number of existing sites with 
switching facilities. i 


Section 9 of the ordinance au- 
thorizes steam locomotives be- 
tween the McKinley Bridge anti 
the wharf, over the proposed 
elevated lines; we oppose the 
operation of steam locomotives 
in any place except along the

| Anti-Franchise Resolution of

HE North St. Louis Business Men’s Association set forth the 


basis of its objection to the new 00-year franchise sought by 
the Illinois Traction System as follows: 


Streets, and itg streets convert- 
éd into railroad switch yards. 

Section 13 specifically autho- 
rizes hauling of heavy freigit 
over the present tracks pending 
the construction of the new 
subway and elevated siructures; 
as the company is not required 
to commence work un ihe ele- 
vated structure within seven 
years, and no time is fixed for 
completion, North St. Louis 
may have freight trains run- 
ning up and down the present 
tracks of the McKinley System 
on grade for a period of from 
seven years to an indefinite 
time in the future. 

Section 5 of the amended or- 
dinance changes the route 
somewhats to avoid passing 
some Of Our public schools; this 
proposed amendment is in- 
volved in such otscurity and 
uncertainty that it is very 
doubtful whether it means any- 
thing; it places a burden on tne 
city to solve the problem of the 
McKinley System; if the city 
does not do so within three 
years the company § simpl: 
takes under the original grant 
and the amendment falls by the 
wayside. 

The overwhelming sentiment 
of the citizens and business in- 
terests in North St. Louis is op- 
posed to this ordinance or any 
similar one, which contains so 
many highly objectionable fea- 
tures, and is so destructive of 
the best interests and property 
rights of many of its people. 

We object to the haste with 
which the McKinley System is 
trying to force this ordinance 
through the Board of Alder- 
men; we do not believe the 
financial reasons advanced by 
the company should have any 
weight whatsoever in inducing 
hasty, favorable action on this 
ordinance; the ordinance is so 
objectionable that it should be 
defeated at once, if immediate 
action taken. 

We erefore call upon all 
the members of the Board of 
Aldermen and cspecially those 
who represent North St. Louis 
not to allow themselves to be 
rushed into granting this fran- 
chise, but to put forth their 
best efforts to defeat it.”

proposal. 

When Green said that the com- 
pany was ready to build a subway- 
elevated, admittedly difficult of 
operation and to solve the engi- 
neering difficulties by building an 
approach reaching far into the 
river, he was countered with state-

CHURCHILL FEARS 

CHAOS IN CHURCH 

Warning Against Disestab-

Counsel Patience.

| LONDON, June 15.—In an at- 
mosphere of excitement unequalled 
in the House of Commons “or 
many years, the new prayerbook 
of the Church of England was de- 
feated last night, 266 to 220, a 
majority of 13 more than when the 
slightly different Dook was beaten 
in December. | 

As before it was beaten by non- 
members of the Church of En- 
giand. A great majority of mem- 
bers of the Church voted for the 
book as did most of the Conserva- 
tives. But former Premier Lloyd 


last time, voted against the book 
last night as did some Liberals 
and Laborites who voted for the 
book before. 

All day crowds surrounded the 
houses of Parliament vainly seek- 
ing admission to the debate. West- 
minster Abbey was kept open last 
night for prayer. 

Churchill Predicts Chaos. 

Inside the House the appeals of 

the speakers were at times tearful. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Wins- 
ton Churchill declared ‘a state ot 
no law’’ would follow rejection of 
the book, and he ended: 
y “Rejection of this measure will 
inaugurate a period of chaos, a 
period that will only be corrected 
and ended by disestablishment. 
The structure and unity of the 
church will be dissolved, the spir- 
itual continuity of English history 
broken.”’ 

But Churchill's eloquence was 
drowned in angry shouts. Later 
Premier Baldwin, speaking just be- 
fore the division, made a final un- 
availing effort of great earnestness 
to Save the book. He, too, laid 
stress on the dangers ahead. but 
opponents of the book howled him 
down, refusing to permit him to 
finish his warnings. 

“The difficulties of the church 
in event of rejection will be infin- 
itely more formidable,” he  de- 
clared, but was stopped by a tre- 
mendous shout of “No.” 

“Disestablishment has much 
more chance of being brought 
nearer by rejection of this meas- 
ure,” he began again but again 
roars of dissent compelled him to 
Pause, but he was heard in sil- 
ence as he said: 

“I fear not the loss of income 
through disendowment but loss to 
the spiritual life of the country. 
Under whatever condition § the 
Church of England would be, freed 
of such state control as exists, 
[ do not believe she would long 
remain an entity with those two 
Streams of spiritual life, Catholic 
and Evangelical, running on to- 
gether.’”’ 

Shouts of triumph which greet- 
ed the announcement of Decem- 
ber’s vote were not repeated this 
time. All eyes turned tothe 80- 
year-old Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who had made the book his life 
work and had listened to the en- 
tire debate. He walked steadily 
from the Peers gallery although 
in December he wept when the 
yote came. 

“I was prepared this time,” he 
said. 

Home Secretary Joynson-Hicks 
gpd Attorney-General Inskip led 
the forces against the prayerbook. 
They spoke with great effect. Their 
attitude was that the book was a 
step towards reunion with Rome. 
Inskip disclosed that he and Joyn- 
son-Hicks a few days ago offered 
to support the bill if the Archbi- 
shop would withdraw the clause 
providing for reservation of the 
Sacrament. The offer was re- 
jected. 

Archbishops Counsel Patience. 

It is thought in many quarters 
that the Archbishops with the sup- 
port of most of the Bishops will 
instruct the church to use the new 
book anyway- This course is in- 
dicated by the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury’s statements that the spir- 
itual freedom of the church must 
be maintained at all costs. 

The Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York, last night issued an ap- 
peal to churchmen not to be led 
into any rash or irregular actions 
\by disappointment or irritation 
over rejection ‘of the revised 
prayerbook. 

The Archbishops pleaded for pa- 
tience and “abstention from any 
angry or unkindly word.” They 
asked, too, that time should be 
given to the spiritual heads of the 
church to consider their grave re- 
sponsibility and to give such coun- 
sel and direction as the situation 
requires.

PEKIN AS. CAPITAL 


Chinese Nationalists Seem 
Likely to Establish Seat 
at Nanking. 


By the Associated Press. 
PEKIN, June 15.—The Nation- 


alist Ministry of Communication: 
at Nanking has ordered the Pekin 


Directorate of Posts to remove to 
Nanking, the Southern capital It 
is understood that the Foreign Ot- 
fice in Pekin also is being closed. 
and that the salt administration 
may be transferred to Nanking or 
closed permanently. 


Ever since the Nationalists and 


their allies captured Pekin ‘there 
has appeared little disposition on 
the part of the Ntaionalist Govern- 
ment at,Nanking to set up its ex- 
ecutive offices in the Northern 
capital. 

There have even been rumors 
that the Southerners might aban- 
don Pekin as the capital of China 
and again make Nanking the cen- 
tral city of the nation. Nanking is 
the old classical capital of South 
China, having been the seat of gov- 
ernment successively of the six 
dynasties between the fourth and 
sixth. centuries. Before, it was 
made the capital of a new dynasty 
under the Mings in 13638. The 
name Nanking, or Southern capi- 
tal, was an honorary title given it 
by the Ming Emperor Yung-Lo on 
his removing the seat of.govern- 
ment to Pekin, or the Northern 
capital, in the fifteenth century 

Under the Manchu dynasty, Nan- 
king became the seat of govern- 
ment for the Viceroy of Kiang: -:, 
Anhwei and Kiangsi <A provision- 
al republican government was set 
up there in 1911, but the capital of 
the Chinese republic was later 
fixed at Pekin. The Nationalists 
made Nanking their capital short- 
ly after the capture of Shanghai 

Were the Nationalists to aban- 
don Pekin as a capital, they would 
expose their néw seat of govern- 
ment to warships ‘on the Yangtze, 
which is navigable for ocean-going 
steamers 600 milicgs above Nanking, 
but would get their government 
further away from Manchuria, al- 
ways the most formidable military 
province.

breaking down, in the midst of a 
baccalaureate sermon, under the 
burden of a sudden consciousneés 
of his shortcomings. The author 
sets considerable store by this epi- 
sode. He conceived it before he 
set about creating the story, and 
built the story toward it as a cli- 
max, but it is not convincing. The 
drama of it is in contrast to the 
lifelikeness of the remainder. But 
if it is a fault, as it seems to this 
reviewer to be, it is not a great 
one. Anyway, except for relieving 
himself by a confessidn, it. makes 
no change in him; for the simple 
reason that there is nothing in the 
Methodist system for dealing with 
a Bishop who is merely morally 
bankrupt. He is in for life and 
there’s no way to get out unless he 
does something really wicked. 

There is a~movement *in the 
Methodist church to deprive the 
bishops of the life tenure that they 
now enjoy and substituting a lim- 
ited tenure. _Brummitt’s book 1s 
calculated to aid that movement. 

It is a reform which would put 
a measure of restraint upon the 
autocracy of the bishops, but it 
would not make the church funda- 
mentally more democratic than it 
is. As Brummitt says: “The 
church, autocratically organized, is 
a democracy just as long as there 
is no need for the exercise of the 
autocrat’s powers. But becaus+- 
democracy often fails, and cannot 
help but fail, there is the Episcopal 
prerogative, and with no matter 
what show of regard for the indi- 
vidual, the great iron wheel turns, 
as turn it must.” 

This explains why Methodism 
does not fall into fragments. Also 
it explains why every conference 
has more than one man with a 
grievance; a man who could not, or 
did not, get out of the wheel’s 
way when it began to-turn. These 
men think and say it was the bish- 
op’s fault. A machine has the de- 
fects of its qualities, and because 
Methodism, ecclesiastically, is a 
most efficient machine, of neces- 
sity it seems often to be cruel. 
But machinery is not cruel; it is 
—machinery.” 

For this condition, more funda- 
mental than the life tenure .of 
bishops, no relief is offered.

Widow, Sons and Brother 
Sharé Remainder.

NEW YORK, June 15.—Nearly 
seven years have elapsed since 
Enrico Caruso, noted tenor sing- 
er, died in a Naples hotel. - Yes- 
terday, for the first time, it was 
indicated, when a transfer tax ap- 
praisal of his estate was, filed 
here, that his affairs, so frequently 
aired in court since his death, had 
been settled satisfactorily to es- 
tablish an accounting. 

For purposes of taxation, Caruso 
was declared to be a resident of 


Italy, not of New York State. His 
debts here exveeded his gross tax- 
able assets, which were $106,301. 
Because he was a non- resident, 
accounts In three New York banks, 
totaling $150,049, were not taxed. 
The value of his entire estate here 
and in Italy, was shown by vari- 
ous affidavits to be slightly in ex- 
cess of $1,000,000. 

Deposits in ltalians banks of 
6,791,699 lire, appraised at the 
value of 4.25 cents for the lire, 
amounted to $288,645. Real prop- 
erty and personal effects, outside 
of "New York, were appraised at 
$785,630. Among the items which 
contributed to the decreasing of 
his foreign estate by $21@,.850 were 
the expenses of his last illness and 
funeral, which cost $21,250, and 
the erection of a monument at a 
similar amount, 


Lawyers’ fees in New York. New 
Jersey and Italy were $47,000. 
Debts in New York included bal- 
ances due on income taxes of 1920 
and 1921 of $130,898, unearned 
advances from the Metropolitan 
Opera Company for the 1920-1922 
seasons of $18,250. $26,410 to E. 
M Gattle, jewelers, and $4215 to 
the Vanderbilt Hotel. 


Most valuable of the tenor’s pos- 
sessions here were pieces of an-

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., June 15.— 
“Civie health requires pure water. 
Civic health requires faithful pub- 
lic service.” 

So reads the inscription in the 
grey, weather-beaten cornerstone 
of Springfield's municipal water, 
light and power plant. Set there 
in 1912, when the city first began 
the business of producing electric 
light and power for its own con- 
sumption and fer sale to home 
owners and business men 0of 
Springfield, the spirit of the in- 
scription has become the founda- 
tion stone on which has been 
erected what is considered a model 
munictpally-owned light and pow- 
er plant of its size. 

The story of the growth of 
municipally-owned 
light and power utilities is the story 
of Willis J. Spaulding, commission- 
er of public property and guiding 
genius of the light and power 
pliant. 

Began Improvements in 1914. 

In 1912, the city of Springfield 
operated a rather decrepit power 
house to generate current for street 
lighting. Two years later, when 
Spalding was first elected to of- 
fice, the light and power plant set 
out te enlarge and extend its 
sphere. Starting in 1916 with 296¢ 
users of electric current, the pliant 
in 1928 has increased its consum- 
ers to more than 15,000, out of a 
total ef 22.000 consumers of elec- 


In addition, 
rification plant has been added, 


nearly 150 miles of water mains 
and serving about 18,000 consum- 
¢rs in the. city. 

The cost of electricity, delivered 
in Springfield, has been reduced to 
about one and three-quarters cents 
per kilewatt hour, and the electric 
plant has paid its expenses, the 
expenses of additions and improve-. 
ments and earned a surplus of 


$833,526.38 im the last 11 years. | 


Also within this 11-year period the 
reduced cost and reduced price ef 
current has regulted in a saving to 
consumers of the city of $3,016,000, 
a sum which far exceeds the cost 
of the entire utility properties 
owned by the city. | 
Cheaper Than Most Cities. 

Comparative figures of costs, 
furnished by Spaulding, follow: In 
Springfield, for 150 kilowatt hours 
of lighting current, at the domes- 
tic rate $5.28. In Bloomington, the 
cost for the same load i3 315: in 
Danville, $11.25; in Decatur, $15; 
in East St. Louis, $7.43; in Elgin, 
$15; in Jacksonville, $16.25; in 
Peoria, $6.84; in Quincy, $9.75, and 
in Urbdana, $13. In all of these 
cities save Springfield, the utility 
plants are privately owned.

QO much of the Kingshighway 
S boulevard sy stem has been com- 

pleted that it is possible now to 
drive over it for 12 miles, from 
Bellerive Park, on the Mississippi 
River bluff in Carondelet, to Flor- 
issant avenue, in North St. Louis, 
with. one brief detour. a 
This constitutes a complete swing 
around the city, in the course of 
which a motorist. can see a cross- 
section of the old and the new St. 
Louis, with glimpses of the varied 


phases of its life. 

It would be difficult to find a 
better route on which to show the 
community to a visitor. 

In addition to the Kingshighway 
system in existence, legal steps to- 
wards creating an extension of sev- 
eral miles to Broadway and River- 
view drive are under way. This

FRICASSEE CHICKEN 


When Properly Prepared, It Is 
a Dish Fit to Set Before 
a King. 


Chicken fricassee has been chos- 
en for our Sunday dinner this 
week, first, because this is a good 
time of year for chicken, so far 
as price is concerned, and also be- 
cause it gives. good variety to the 
weekly meal planning. 

Fowl, that is older chickens, 
should be used in making fricassee. 
They are less expepsive than spring 
or roasting chickens and are more 
economical because they have more 
flesh in proportion to the amount 
of bone. Because they are older 
they require a little longer cook- 
ing. 

In the recipe for the fricassee 
you will notice that the pieces of 
chicken are browned first in hot 
fat. This -makes a much better 


more appetizing in appearance 
than when the meat is not 
browned. It also is a real friqts- 
see. The definition of this word 
means a combination of just these 
two cooking methods—browning 
and stewing. 

Have a four-pound fowl] ¢é¢ut in 
pieces for serving. Singe to re- 
move the hairs and then wash 
each plece. Drain thoroughly and 
roll in flour that has been sea- 
soned with salt and.pepper. Brown 
quickly in a little hot fat in a fry- 
ing pan and then put all of the 
pieces into a deep kettle. Add 
boiling water to half cover. Add 
one onion, cut in quarters, one-half 
cup of diced celery or chopped 
celery tops and a tablespoon of 
salt. Cover closely and cook 
slowly for about two hours, or 
until the chicken is tender. 
Remove the chicken to a hot 
platter. Thicken the gravy with 
two or three tablespoons of flour 
mixed to a smooth paste with cold 
water and let boil up. 
If desired, one-third of a cup of 
rice may be added to the fricasee 
one-half hour before the chicken is 
done or boiled rice may be served 
with the fricassee instead of pota- 
toes. A real fricassee is always 
browned in this manner before the 
chicken is stewed.

Add 
one eup of boiling water and boil 
the mixture, stirring constantly, 
for five minutes, then remove from 
the fire and adc. another tablespoon 
of butter. Cool slightly before 
using. This sauce may be made 
ahead of time and kept over hot 
water until ready to use, or it may 
be made up in double the quantity | 
and stored in the icebox. It will 
keep for twe or three weeks. It is

Serve Lamb Often. 
Lamb is good this time of year 
and should be used more often.

A London Justice recently scolq- 
ed a woman and accused her of be- 
ing “wanting in’ charity” because 
a legal separation was the extreme 
liberty she would allow to a hus- 
band who had hoped to be di- 
vorced, Since then other wives 
over there have been demanding 
divorce instead of separation, ex- 
ercising charity so that their faith- 
less husbands may be free to go 
ahead and get the blessing of the 
law on. their new loves. | 

Fannie Hurst, novelist and ex- 
pert in human ,nature, and Max 
Steuer, widely known divorce law- 
yer, were asked to describe what 
they thought should be the atti- 
tude of men and women in these 
perplexing situations. Miss Hurst 
expressed pity for the restless men 
who want to be free. Mr. Steuer, 
whose ears have doubtless heard 
sad stories from many unhappy 
wives, finds himself pretty much 
on the side of the women. The 
famous divorce lawyer admitted 
that he would really rather’ see 
married couples stay married. 

“Marriage, when it succeeds, is 
amiracle. When it does not suc- 
ceed. it is a social calamity,” said 
Fannie Hurst. ‘“But just why the 
male, merely because he has been 
the breadwinner, should be com- 
pelled to burn incense before a 
fake altar for the years that fol- 
low the disruption of marriage is 
incomprehensible to me. 

LINGING to a man under a

2nce to divorce is the pos- 
Sessive instinct raised to the thou- 
Sandth degree. It is an expression 
of the thoroughly unadmirable 
greed for what has once been a 
woman’s under the impersonal 
sanction of the law. 
woman, asking for separation in 
preference to divorce, is no less 


reprehensible than a woman who'/! 


asks for and receives alimony. tit 
is just another aspect of the same 
thing—clinging to old social stand- 
ards—that women, some of them, 
like to think have been thrown off 
but are so reluctant to cast away. 

“Only one circumstance justi- 
fies holding a man when he wants 
to be free. That is the old time- 
worn one of children. I don’t know 
that that quite justifies it. Here in 
this country we seem to have more 
of the unlovely spectacle of child- 
less women accumulating alimony 
than of women who demand sepa- 
ration. 

“I have often wondered why, in 
certain circumstances, women 
should not be obliged to pay ali- 
mony to men. If we are to make 
the punishment fit the crime, why 
should women not be as responsi- 
ble as men?. Now it seems to be 
largely a matter of getting as much 
retribution :as possible out of a 
man. God knows for what! It is 
surprising to me to see how placid- 
ly society in this country counte- 
nances the alimony-getting woman. 
She is socially accepted as being 
well within her rights. Probably she 
is within her economic rights. Cer- 
tainly her spiritugl rights would 
seem to be not worth having.” 

Miss Hurst 
New York still has “that ghastly 
and comic and horrible institution 
known as the Ludlow Street Jail, 
into which males were thrown 
when they refused to pay out ali- 
mony to predatory wives.” When 
told that. it had recently moved 
into new quarters she became 
thoughtful. Alimony!

“But so far as the workings of the 
law are concerned, there seems to 
be only one side, and that is the 
woman’s.

sessed of her locks and her youth.
